RAILROAD  BRAKE  PATENTS. 

Three  thousand  patents  for  railroad  brakes  alone  have 
been  issued  by  the  Government ;  7,000  for  railway  draft 
appliances,  and  8,500  patents  are  classed  under  the  head  of 
railways.  Four-fifths  of  these  patents  have  been  issued  since 
1880.  During  the  year  1894,  684  patents  were  issued  for 
improvements  on  cars  and  parts  of  cars,  car-couplers  alone 
receiving  218  patents. 

STEAMSHIP  RECORD. 

The  American  Line  steamer,  "  St,  Louis,"  which  arrived 
in  New  York  on  the  afternoon  of  August  7th,  1896,  broke 
the  Southampton-New  York  record,  making  the  passage  in 
six  days,  two  hours  and  24  minutes,  thus  eclipsing  the  bril- 
liant record  made  by  her  sister  ship,  the  "St.  Paul,"  the 
preceding  June,  of  six  days,  five  hours  and  32  minutes.

Samuel  Johnston — 1789  to  1793.  Chowan  County.  Born 
in  Scotland,  1733;  died  near  Edenton,  18th  August,  1813. 

Benjamin  Hawkins — 1789  to  1795.  Warren  County. 
Born  15th  August,  1754;  died  6th  June,  1816. 

Alexander  Martin— 1793  to  1799.  Guilford  County.  Born 
in  New  Jersey,  1740.  Graduate  Princeton,  1756;  died  1807 
at  Danbury. 

Timothy  Blood  worth  — 1795  to  1801.  New  Hanover 
County.  Born  1736;  died  in  Washington.  N.  C,  24th  Au- 
gust, 1814.  It  is  said  of  him,  that  he  was  by  turns,  "  farmer, 
blacksmith,  preacher,  physician,  wheelright  and  politician." 

Jesse  Franklin— 1799  to  1805,  1807  to  1813.  Surry 
County.  Born  1758;  died  in  Surry  County,  September,  1823. 
He  was  President  pro  tern,  of  Senate  in  1804  and  1805. 

David  Stone— 1801  to  1807,  1813  to  1814.  Bertie  County. 
Born  at  Hope,  N.  C,  17th  February,  1770.  Graduated  at 
Princeton  1788.  Died  at  Hope  7th  October,  1818.  He  was 
censured  by  the  Legislature  for  his  opposition  to  President 
Madison's  war  measures,  and  he  resigned  his  seat  in  1814. 

James  Turner — 1805  to  1816.  Warren  County.  Born  in 
Virginia,  1766 ;  died  at  Bloomsbury,  N.  O,  15th  January, 
1824.     He  resigned  in  1816,  on  account  of  ill  health. 

Francis  Locke — 1814  to  1815.  Rowan  County.  Born  31st 
of  October,  1766;;  died  8th  January,  1823.  He  never  took 
his  seat  and  resigned  in  1815. 

Nathaniel  Macon— 1815  to  1828.  Warren  County.  Born 
1757;  died  suddenly  in  Warren  County,  29th  June,  1837. 
He  was  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate,  19th  and  20th  Con- 
gresses—1826,  1828. 
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Montford  Stokes— 1816  to  1823.  Wilkes  County.  Born 
1760;  died  in  Arkansas  Territory  in  1842  (Indian  Agent.) 

John  Branch— 1823  to  1829.  Halifax  County.  Born  4th 
November,  1782.  Graduate  U.  N.  C,  1801;  died  at  Enfield, 
N.  C,  4th  January,  1863.  He  was  re-elected  in  1829,  but 
resigned  on  9th  March  to  accept  portfolio  of  the  Navy  under 
President  Jackson,  which  he  resigned  in  1831. 

James  Iredell— 1828  to  1831.  Chowan  County.  Born  1788. 
Graduate  Princeton  1806;  died  at  Edenton,  13th  April  1853. 

Bedford  Brown— 1829  to  1840.  Caswell  County.  Born 
1795;  died  in  Caswell  County,  6th  December,  1870.  He  re- 
signed, because  he  would  not  obey  instructions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Willie  P.  Mangum— 1831  to  1836,  1841  to  1847,  1848  to 
1853.  Orange  County.  Born  29th  December,  1792.  Grad- 
uate University  of  N.  C,  1815;  died  in  Orange  County  14th 
September,  1861.  He  resigned  in  1836,  declining  to  be 
instructed  by  the  Legislature.  He  was  President  pro  tern. 
of  the  Senate,  27th  and  29th  Congresses— 1842  and  1846. 

Robert  Strange— 1836  to  1840.  Cumberland  County. 
Born  in  Virginia  20th  September,  1796 ;  died  in  Fayetteville 
10th  February,  1854.  He  was  elected  to  succeed  W.  P. 
Mangum,  and  he  in  turn  also  resigned,  in  1840,  declining  to 
be  instructed  by  the  Legislature. 

Wm.  A.  Graham— 1840  to  1843.  Orange  County.  Born 
3d  September,  1804;  died  at  Saratoga  Springs,  11th  August, 
1875.  He  was  Confederate  Senator  from  22d  February,  1864, 
to  close  of  war,  and  Secretary  of  the  Navy  under  President 
Fillmore. 

Wm.  H.  Haywood— 1843  to  1846.  Wake  County.  Born 
1801.  Graduate  University  of  North  Carolina  1819;  died  in 
Raleigh  6th  October,  1852.     He  resigned  25th  July,  1846. 

George  E.  Badger— 1846  to  1855.  Craven  County.  Born 
13th  April,  1795.  Graduated  at  Yale  1813.  Died  in  Raleigh 
11th  May,  1866.  Was  Secretary  of  Navy  under  President 
Harrison,  and  nominated  as  Justice  Supreme  Court  by  Presi- 
dent Fillmore,  but  Senate  refused  to  confirm  him. 

Asa  Biggs— 1853  to  1858.  Martin  County.  Born  4th 
February,  1811;  died  in  Norfolk,  6th  March,  1878.  He  was 
appointed  U.  S.  Judge  under  President  Buchanan,  and  re- 
signed his  seat  in  the  Senate  in  May,  1858. 
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David  S.  Reid — 1854  to  1859.  Rockingham  Countv.  Born 
19th  April,  1813;  died  19th  June,  1891. 

Thomas  Bragg— 1859  to  1861.  Warren  County.  Born 
9th  November,  1810;  died  in  Raleigh  21st  January,  1872. 
He  resigned  his  seat  early  in  1861,  and  was  elected  Attorney 
General  of  the  Confederates  States  22d  February,  1861. 

Thos.  L.  Clingman — 1858  to  1861.  Buncombe  County. 
Born  1811.  Graduated  at  University  of  North  Carolina  1832. 
He  was  appointed  to  fill  vacancy  of  Asa  Biggs,  and  elected  for 
six  years  from  4th  March,  1861,  but  he  withdrew  from  the 
Senate  21st  January,  1861,  and  was  a  Brigadier  General  in 
the  Confederate  States  Army. 

John  Pool— 1868  to  1873.  Pasquotank  County.  Born 
16th  June,  1826;  died  in  Washington  City  18th  August, 
1884.  Graduated  at  University  North  Carolina  1847.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  in  1865,  and  re-elected  in  1868.  Took 
his  seat  in  July,  1868. 

Joseph  C.  Abbott— 1868  to  1871.  New  Hanover  County. 
Born  in  New  Hampshire  15th  July,  1825;  died  in  Wilming- 
ton, 8th  October,  1882.  He  was  a  Colonel  in  the  United 
States  army,  and  our  only  "carpet-bag"  Senator. 

A.  S.  Merrimon — 1873  to  1879.  Buncombe  County.  Born 
15th  September,  1830 ;  died  in  Raleigh  14th  November,  1892. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Chief  Justice  Supreme  Court 
of  North  Carolina. 

M.  W.  Ransom— 1872  to  1895.  Northampton  County. 
Born  8th  October,  1826.  Graduated  at  University  of  North 
Carolina  1847.  His  term  of  service  was  longer  than  any  other 
Senator  from  the  State.     He  is  now  U.  S.  Minister  to  Mexico. 

Zebulon  B.  Vance — 1878  to  1894.  Buncombe  County.  Born 
13th  May,  1830 ;  died  in  Washington  City  15th  April,  1894. 
No  man  ever  lived  in  this  State  who  was  more  loved  in  life 
and  mourned  in  death,  than  our  own  "Zeb."  Vance. 

Thos.  J.  Jarvis— 1894  to  1895.  Pitt  County.  Born  18th 
January,  1836.  Appointed  by  Gov.  Carr  to  fill  vacancy 
created  by  death  of  Senator  Vance. 

Marion  Butler — 1895.  Sampson  County.  Born  May  20th, 
1863.  Graduated  at  University  of  North  Carolina  1885.  Term 
expires  4th  March,  1901. 

J.  C.  Pritchard— 1895.  Madison  County.  Born  12th  July, 
1857.     Term  expires  4th  March,  1897. 
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UNIVERSITY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  adopted  at  Halifax  on  the 
18th  of  December,  1776,  declared  that  a  school  or  schools 
shall  be  established,  and  "  all  useful  learning  shall  be  duly 
encouraged  and  promoted  in  one  or  more  Universities." 

In  accordance  with  the  above,  on  the  7th  of  March,  1789, 
the  "  University  of  North  Carolina  "  was  established,  by 
incorporating  a  Board  of  Trustees,  naming  Governor  Samuel 
Johnston  and  others  as  said  Board. 

In  November,  1792,  the  Trustees  located  the  institution 
at  Chapel  Hill,  the  citizens  of  the  neighborhood  conveying 
to  them  1180  acres  of  land. 

In  October,  1793,  the  first  lots  of  the  village  were  sold,  and 
the  corner-stone  of  the  old  East  Building  was  laid  (Oct.  12), 
with  masonic  honors,  by  Wm.  R.  Davie,  Grand  Master. 

RevJDr.  McCorkle  one  of  the  Trustees,  delivered  the  address. 

In  1795  the  Trustees  selected  Rev.  David  Kerr  as  Profes- 
sor, who  was  the  University's  first  President,  and  Samuel  A. 
Holmes,  as  Tutor. 

The  first  student  invading  the  classic  shades  of  Chapel 
Hill,  was  Hinton  James,  of  Wilmington,  on  the  12th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1795. 

President  Kerr  remained  but  a  short  time  at  the  Univer- 
sity, going  from  there  (1796)  to  Lumberton,  and  afterwards 
to  Mississippi,  where  he  became  a  Judge,  and  died  there  in 
1810.  He  was  succeeded  in  the  Presidency  by  Charles  W. 
Harris,  of  Cabarrus  County.  He  remained  only  one  year, 
and  was  succeeded  (1796)  by  Joseph  Caldwell,  a  native  of 
New  Jersey  and  graduate  of  Princeton,  1791.  He  was  ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Mathematics  in  the  fall  of  1796,  and  in 
1806  was  made  President  of  the  University.  In  1812  he  re- 
signed, and  aided  in  procuring  as  his  successor  Rev.  Robt. 
H.  Chapman,  D.  D. — a  New  Jersey  man,  and  graduate  of 
Princeton  in  1789.  Dr.  Chapman  resigned  in  1816,  and  Mr. 
Caldwell  was  again  called  to  the  chair,  and  he  continued  to 
hold  the  office  till  the  day  of  his  death,  on  the  27th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1835,  and  he  now  sleeps  beneath  the  royal  shades  of  the 
beautiful  college  campus. 

Dr.  Caldwell  was  succeeded  by  Governor  David  L.  Swain — 
known,  respected,  honored  and  loved  by  everybody  as  "  Old 
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Bunk."  He  was  elected  to  the  Presidency  in  1835,  and  well 
did  he  fill  the  illustrious  Caldwell's  place,  until  the  doors  of 
the  University  were  closed  in  1868,  when  all  the  Professors 
were  summarily  dismissed.  Shortly  after  this  (27th  of  Au- 
gust), Governor  Swain  died.  In  a  few  months  the  new  Board 
of  Trustees,  (1868)  elected  a  new  President  and  faculty,  who 
failed  to  command  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  people 
of  the  State.  It  was  maintained  by  an  appropriation,  and, 
after  eighteen  months'  trial,  and  failure  on  their  part,  the 
Legislature  of  the  State,  (1870),  solemnly  ordered  the  insti- 
tution to  be  closed. 

Through  the  Alumni,  the  University  was  re-organized  in 
1875,  and  in  the  following  year,  1876,  Hon.  Kemp  P.  Battle 
was  elected  President.  The  University  moved  forward  with 
renewed  vigor,  and  grew  and  prospered  as  it  had  never  done 
before. 

Dr.  Battle  resigned  the  presidency,  preferring  to  take  the 
chair  of  History,  and  George  T.  Winston  was  elected  Presi- 
dent, June,  1891.  He  resigned  in  the  summer  of  1896,  hav- 
ing accepted  the  Presidency  of  the  University  of  Texas.  A 
called  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  held  in  Raleigh 
on  the  13th  of  August,  1896,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
President.  Many  applications  were  riled  by  distinguished 
teachers,  from  this  and  other  States.  A  goodly  number  of 
the  Trustees  were  in  attendance,  and  after  mature  delibera- 
tion and  due  consideration  of  the  qualifications  and  merits 
of  all  the  applicants,  they  unanimously  conferred  the  honor 
upon  Edwin  A.  Alderman,  a  native  of  New  Hanover  county 
and  a  graduate  of  the  University  in  1882.  Surely  they  have 
made  no  mistake.  As  long  as  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
stands  as  it  is,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  good  law  abiding  citi- 
zen to  stand  by  the  University. 

"  A  State  University  is  an  institution  of  very  great  impor- 
tance. It  is  a  part  of  the  government,  is  under  its  special 
protection  and  shares  its  dignity;  and  to  allow  it  to  be  de- 
graded, is  to  degrade  ourselves.  Without  higher  education 
no  State  can  be  great." — [Mrs.  C.  P.  Spencer  ]

GEORGIA'S  EDUCATIONAL  FACILITIES. 

Georgia  has,  besides  its  flourishing  State  College,  a  Nor- 
mal College,  a  College  for  Women,  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
Winthrop  College  in  South  Carolina,  a  great  School  of  Tech- 
nology at  Atlanta,  and  four  Agricultural  Colleges — one  for 
each  section  of  the  State.  She  is  pushing  the  campaign  of 
education  right  along.  The  Legislature  has  appropriated, 
one  million  dollars  for  her  schools. 


OUT  IN  ILLINOIS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Illinois  Legislature  an  appro- 
priation was  made  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  an 
observatory.  This  makes  four  universities  which  have 
established  Observatories  in  the  past  year,  to- wit:  Pennsyl- 
vania, at  Philadelphia;  Ohio,  at  Columbus;  Minnesota,  at 
Minneapolis;  Illinois,  at  Champaign.

Though  not  one 
of  her  children,  I  know  what  this  venerable  institution  has 
done  for  my  State,  and  for  the  men  who  have  gone  before 
me,  and  I  make  bold  to  express  the  hope  and  belief  that  the 
Republican  party,  now  restored  to  power,  will  not  lay  the 
hand  of  demolition  upon  the  University,  nor  upon  any  other 
of  our  great  institutions. 


REMARKABLE  RELIGIOUS   STATISTICS. 

There  are,  in  North  Carolina,  3,815  preachers,  7,378  church- 
es, and  802,907  church  members.  The  whites  haveK  2,552 
preachers,  5,094  churches,  aud  526,117  members.  The  col- 
ored have  1,263  preachers,  2,224  churches,  and  276,799  mem- 
bers. 

Among  the  whites,  the  Missionary  Baptists  take  the  lead, 
with  794  preachers,  1,577  churches,  and  155,032  members,  or, 
one  preacher  for  every  195  members. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  comes  next,  with 
661  preachers,  1,520  churches,  and  128,691  members,  or,  one 
preacher  for  every  195  members. 

The  Presbyterians  have  149  preachers,  366  churches,  and 
30,278  members,  or,  one  preacher  for  every  203  members. 

The  Episcopalians  have  96  preachers,  184  churches,  and 
9,025  members,  or,  one  preacher  for  every  94  members. 

The  Primitive  Baptists  have  150  preachers,  317  churches, 
and  11,914  members,  or,  one  preacher  for  every  79  members. 

The  Christians  have  60  preachers,  103  churches,  and  9,400 
members,  or,  one  preacher  for  every  157  members. 

The  Protestant  Methodists  have  64  preachers,  208  churches, 
and  16,416  members,  or,  one  preacher  for  every  246  members. 

The  Quakers  have  52  preachers,  52  churches,  and  5,328 
members,  or  one  preacher  for  every  102  members. 
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The  Catholics  have  24  preachers,  24  churches,  and  2,640 
members,  or,  one  preacher  for  every  110  members. 

Among  the  colored  there  is  one  preacher  to  every  219 
members. 

Taking  all  together,  white  and  colored  of  all  denomina- 
tions, there  is  one  preacher  to  every  210  members.  About 
one-half  the  entire  population  are  professing  Christians.  No 
wonder  North  Carolina  is  the  best  State  in  the  American 
Union. 

DURHAM  CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP. 
Among  the  whites,  the  Methodists  take  the  lead  with 
1,397  members;  the  Missionary  Baptists  have  1,017;  the 
Presbyterians,  317;  the  Episcopalians,  166;  the  Christians,  85 ; 
the  Primitive  Baptists,  50,  and  the  Catholic,  32.  Making  a 
total  of  3,064.  Among  the  colored  the  Missionary  Baptists 
lead  off  with  990  members;  the  Methodists  have  383;  the 
Primitive  Baptists,  67,  and  the  Presbyterians  60.  Making  a 
total  of  1,507,  and  grand  total  of  white  and  colored  of  4,507 
members.  Besides,  there  are  in  the  town  142  Jews,  and 
these  wonderful  people  never  settle  in  a  dead  town.  Many 
of  them  here  own  valuable  real  estate.

Safe  for  two  years. — Beans  and  Peas  of  all  kinds,  Peppers, 
Carrot,  Egg  Plant,  Okra,  Salsify,  Thyme,  Sage  and  Rhubarb.

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MAN  SUBJECT  TO  THE  LAW  OF  NUMBERS  AND 
PROPORTIONS. 

The  head  is  divided  into  four  equal  parts;  from  the  top  of 
the  head  to  the  forehead  is  the  first ;  the  forehead,  to  the  top 
of  the  nose,  is  the  second;  the  nose  itself  the  third;  and 
thence  to  the  chin  is  the  fourth. 

The  height  of  the  figure  is  eight  times  the  head,  and  divis- 
ible regularly  into  eight  equal  parts;  and  the  arms,  extended 
at  full  length,  give  the  height  of  the  body.  Twice  the  cir- 
cumference of  the  thumb  is  equal  to  the  wrist;  twice  the 
wrist  equals  the  neck,  and  twice  the  neck  gives  the  circum- 
ference of  the  waist.  Similar  relations  are  found  to  exist 
throughout  various  parts  of  the  body.
